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GERMANY IMPROVES 


There are signs of sanity $m the 
latest German Note on reparations; 
it i» a considerable improvement 
upon its predecessor of May 2, and | 
the Allies cannot dismiss it as un- | 
worthy of consideration, Whether | 
the offer now made by Germany | 
kads to some sort oí settlement or 
not, it may reasonably be regarded 
a~ a basis fcr negotiation. 

France will not be satisfied; that | 
is hardly to be expected. But she 
will not bolt the door against dis- | 
cussion, we presume, for she cannot 
be bind to the fact that her Ruhr 
policy has not been, and is not likely 
to be, an economic success, Germany 
has at length got down to practical 
considerations. What we need to! 
know is how much Germany can pay | 
and how she shall pay it. The! 
amount fixed at Versailles is ad- | 
mitted on a'l hands to be out of the | 
question. Germany mentions no 

fzure in the present Note; she 
admits thet there may well be 
different opinions on the point, and | 
is willing to abide by the decision | 
ol an impartial international body, | 
both as to the amount and the | 
anethod of payment. | 

It's ayreed that if loans on a large 
scale, as previously proposed, are | 
Pot practicable, a scheme of annui- | 
ties shou'd be substituted. And here 
Germany makes a great advance on | 
her previous offer, for «he will give 
Bubstantal guarantees. German 
railways and other property are 
offered as a pledge, as are also the | 
Customs and Excise—with certain 
exceptions. 

There are one or two significant 
omissins in the new Note. Thus 
there is no reference to the Ruhr! 
ovcupation or to German passive 
resistance. France has declared that 
she will cons der no proposa! from | 
Germany until passive resistance and 
sabotage are categorically repudi- 
sted, but thar is not a difficulty to 
be regarded as insurmountable.

M*N hens wil show signs of broodiness 
during the current month, and to let 
them idle time away on the nests will mean 
the loss of both food and eggs. If the birds are 
not required for hatching purposes, they should 
be relegated to specially Sesigned coops as soon 
as possible after thev are rd to de 

Sitting during tbe present season apt to 
be followed by a premature moult. which 
wonld, if allowed to take place, put a stop to 
egg production for some considerable time. 

A coop with a barred hottom and placed in 
a cool and shadv part of the poultry yard is 
the best contrivance in which to place bromiy 
hens. Wf the coop ts raised off the ground the 
cool air will get to the breasts of the hens, | 
and this coupled with an addition of 
salts to the mash daily, will soon lower the 
temperature of the birds’ bodies.
